The convention is 
held once in every four years. Tho secre- 
tary of tho Sunday-school department re- 
ported from 150,000 to 175,000 pupils in the 
schools. 
A biblical institute is maintained 


nt Stanfordvillo under the presidency of the 
Itov. Austin Craig, D. D. Tho organ of the 
church is tho Herald of Gospel Liberty, 
which is published in Dayton, Ohio. Over 
two hundred delegates attended the conven- 
tion. 


The homo missionary organizations of tho 


Presbyterians and tho Cougregalionalists 
havn ndopted n plan for tho union of fccblo 
churches of tho two denominations that may 
be struggling along separately ill any ouo 
place. 'Tho plan sets forth some of tho dis- 
advantages of keeping up two separate 
church organizations in small places, the un- 
necessary outlay of missionary fuud and ex- 
penditure of ministernl fore.'; tha damaging 
effect of pastors who nro dwarfed or crushed 
in small fields by inadequate support; the 
"unseemly strife" which sometimes breaks 
out between small churches in one locality, 
and the selfishness nnd narrowness of tho 
spirit which will stand by denominational 
preferences when they stand in the way of 
tho Master's cause. Tho societies do not 
contemplate tho use of ecclesiastical com- 
pulsion to carry out thoir plans-, but appeal 
mutually lo every weak church to wisely 
consider its own case, and if it bo Con- 
gregational to sink its choice of denomina- 
tional names and join bands with tha more 
flourishing Presbyterians, or if it bo Pres- 
byterian to merge itself in tho Congrega- 
tional.
